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Heifer-steer price spread myths explored

The heifer-slue r price 
spread hns been with the 
cattle imluutry since the 
advent of large scale 
feeding, yet in this day of 
unsoxed beef in the chain 
stores, it remains an 
anomaly. 

Exploring the reasons 
and myths behind the price 
difference for attendees ot 
the tenth annual California 
Livestock Symposium were 
Drs. John Dunbar, Univer¬ 
sity of California at Davis, 
and Ed Rousek, California 
State University, Frosno. 
Extension veterinarian and 
beof section co-chairman 
Dr. Ben Norman, moder¬ 
ated the discussion. 

"Sex doesn't play a part 
in the marketplace—did you 
'ever soo meat Inbolod steer 
or heifer?” asked Rousek, 
"Talking to ranchers who 
eat their own beef, they say 
heifer beof is juicier and 
tastlor, but taste studies 
have shown no root 
difference." 

Traditionally the price 
spread on steers and heifors 
runs 9B-10 cwt., although it 
has been $2-4 recently, 
noted- Dunbar. It tends to 
follow the cattle cycle; it is 
wide when things are going 
well and narrow when 
demand reaches or exceeds 
supply. 

With the live and stocker 
pries difference - on steers 
and heifers, Is there n 
difference in carcass prices? 
asked JNorman. 

Typically, carcass prices 
differ for yield grade 2-3, 
500-700 lb. carcasses in the 
range of $1-6 cwt., answer¬ 


ed Housek. Typical prices 
on steer carcasses ore 
590-92 cwt., compared to 
S87-68 on heifers. Figuring 
production of heifers costs 
$3 cwt. less. (500 lb. times 3 
cents lb., brings an $18 per 
carcass advantages to 
heifers, he figures. 

It is interesting to note, 
Dunbar pointed out for the 
Fresno audience, that there 
is no price discrimination on 
sheep or pig carcasses. 

One of tho common 
complainLs about heifer 
carcasses is the poor 
dressing percentage. Is this 
true? Norman asked the 
men. 

1 'Although heifers are 
criticized for having more 
internal fat, tests have 
Bhown that on a 147-day 
feeding period there is 
only a small difference. 
The retail cutout on the 
steer was a llttlo bettor, 
yielding e $7.86 per carcass 
or 1.4 cent lb. advantage. If 
overfed, heifers do put on 
more fat than steers. An 
overfed pen of heifers 
showed a $30.83 advantage 
to steers per carcass," said 
Rousek. 

Carcasses do lose their 
identity when cut, but 
retailers are aware of their 
value due to yield grade, 
both men stressed. On 600 
lb. carcasses, the difference 
between YG 1-2 means $7 
cwt, to the retailer; between 
YG 2-3 is $6; YG 8-4 is $9, 
and YG 4-5 is $10. Steer 
carcasses are generally 
larger and packers say they 
prefer them because for the 
same amount of labor they 
get more meat, which is a 
consideration. .

"Heifer feedlot perfor¬ 
mance is penalized because 
the feeder is afraid they are 
pregnant, ” Dunbar answer¬ 
ed in reply to questioning by 
Norman. "And if they are 
not pregnant, hoat cycles 
slow gains. Heifers gain 
weight slower than steers, 
but mature more rapidly. It 
takes more energy to put on 
fat than protein.” 

"Feedlots must keep 
heifers from being preg¬ 
nant," Rousek stressed. "A 
950 lb. heifer times 53 cents 
lb. is worth $503.50. If bred, 
figure 150 lb. are fluid and 
shrink, so 950 minus 150 is 
an 800 lb. net carcass. And 
$503.50 divided by 800 
shows a 63 cent cost to the 
pregnant heifer beef. It is an 
unfair cost for a feedlot to 
bear."

T he increosing amount of 
consignment selling of 
cottle makes two things 
clear: First, packers will 
often turn to consignment 
buying to re- 
duce their risk

marketing method available 
today. Consignment selling 
basically means that a 
foederis willing to sell cattle 
to a packer without deter¬ 
mining the price at the time 
of sale. 

The practice is gen¬ 
erally considered to be 
n "last ditch" effort to 
move cattle in a de¬ 
pressed cattle market. 

The psychological Im¬ 
pact has a jarring effoct 
that puts a tollspin on 
the price stockmen get 
for their feeder cattle 
and calves back at the 
ranch. 

Topper Thorpe, general 
manager of Cattle-Fax, the 
market analysis service 
associated with NCA, says 
the current market situation 
does not warrant such a 
"give up" attitude. "Cattle 
market fundamentals are 
not as sour as the current 
market would indicate," he 
says. The nation’s cattle 
feeders have done an ex¬ 
tremely good Job of moving 

months including the most 
recent period of price de¬ 
clines. And continued 
orderly marketing will be 
Just as important in future 
months, Thorpe believes. 

"The real challenge 
to feeders and owners 
of cattle will be to move 
their cattle - when they

In a move sure to raise the 
specter of policy-fixing and 
conflict of interest, USDA 
has denied American Meat 
Institute (AMI) time to 
study the cost impact of 


propos'd nut weight label¬ 
ing regulations—something 
that would have cost tax¬ 
payers nothing —and in¬ 
stead awarded a contract to 
an Assistant Secretary of 
Agriculture's former em¬ 
ployer to do a similar study 
at a cost to the federal treas¬ 
ury of $23,536. 

AMI retained the services 


of Touche Ross & Co., a 
major international ac¬ 
counting and consulting 
firm, to assist in developing 
information related to the 
cost impact of net weight 
labeling regulations pro¬ 
posed by USDA. Due to lack 
of sufficient time, however. 


they wore unable to 
quantify these cost items. 
The Institute requested 
additional time to complete 
its study, but was turned 
down. 

USDA told AMI it had 
until June 2,1978 to submit 
a statement to USDA's 


Hearing Clerk. On June 7, 
five days after the AMI 
deadline, USDA signed a 
$23,636 contract with Con¬ 
sumer Federation of Ameri¬ 
ca—the former employer of 
Assistant Secretary Carol 
Foreman—to obtain similar

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Retail sales taper off, middle cuts hardest hit

Though it isn't really a 
boycott, beef sales are defi¬ 
nitely tapering off across 
the country as meat counter 
prices continue to rise, a 


poll of western supermar¬ 
kets shows. 

Particularly hard hit, 
retailers told Western Live¬ 
stock Journal, were the 
middle cuts—medium qual¬ 
ity steaks, loin cuts and rib 


roasts. Ground beef sales 
are continuing steady to 
above normal. Also creep¬ 
ing back into meat cases are 
protein-extended ground 
beef products which made 
such inroads during the 


1973 beef boycott. 

Thus far supermarket 
reaction has bBBn mild 
because, although sales 
tonnage is off, higher prices 
have kept income relatively 
stable. The Western Live¬ 


stock Journal survey reveal¬ 
ed tonnage dropB from 
5-25%, with dollar volume 
fluctuating between 10% 
below and 5% above 
normal. Hardest hit in

CCA jumps fees, urges ‘more cow culling’

Meeting in Lamar, June 
22-24, Colorado Cattle¬ 
men's Assn, members have 
increased their dues by 
better than 60% and decid¬ 
ed to throw their weight 


behind a national program 
to encourage the spaying of 
heifers and culling of cows 
in the wake of President 
Carter's action in relaxing 
beef import quotas. 

The nearly 660 stockmen 
attending CCA’a 111th con¬ 


vention, voted to raise asso¬ 
ciation dues from $26 to $40 
for the first 60 head and 920 
for each additional 60 head. 
Two yearlings are consid¬ 
ered equal fo one cow. 
Under the-new dues system, 
combined NCA-CCA mem- 


CCA tells market news services 


bership will cost 9130 for the 
first 160 head of cows and 
$20 for each additional 60 
head. 

CCA urged the National 
Cattlemen's Assn. (NCA) to 
seriously consider a pro¬ 
gram of encouraging the 
voluntary spaying or sterili¬ 
zation by other methods, of 
surplus heifers and cull 
cows on a national basis. 
Delegates said they be¬ 
lieved this would be a 


method of keeping beef 
production in balance with 
effective demand and to re¬ 
strict extreme fluctuations 
in cattle supplies and 
prices. 

The convention's keynote 
speaker Congressman Phil-. 
Ip Crane of Illinois told 
stockmen inflation was a 
hidden form of taxation. 
"With a 7% inflation rate, 
you have to double your

The current law only 
restricts fresh, frozen and 
chilled beef and veal. 

A counter-cyclical bill 
from Senator Lloyd Bentsen 
(D-Texas), passed the 
Senate May 5. Under the 
formula, imports would in¬ 
crease during periods when 
domestic bBef production 
declines and decrease when 
beef production increases. 

Cattlemen say the current 
system hurts them when 


supplies are high and their 
prices are relatively low, 
because it allows imports to 
increase during those 
times. 


They strongly oppose 
presidential authority to in¬ 
crease imports in times of 
short supply when they are 
making money because they 
get no relief during bad 
times. 

Cattle producers opposed 
Carter's June 8 action to 
increase beef imports be¬ 
cause they have begun mak¬ 
ing money for the first time 
in nearly four years.

earlier this month. 

He claimed the move re¬ 
versed cattle prices by an 
average of $100 per animal, 
and the import action also 
cauBBd grain prices to begin 
falling.

The Americun Agricul¬ 
ture Movement rind lou tiers 
of urguni/ed labor From 13 
states, including Nebraska, 
have joined forces to lobby 
for what their leaders say 
are common goals. 

One goal is electing 
public officials who support 
thoir ideas. The coalition 
was announced recently at a 
meeting of the Southwest 
Rocky Mountain Central 
States Council of the 
AFL-CIQ.

"If you don't huUcvc this 
is going to happen, just sit 
hack and watch, because 
we’re going to make it hap¬ 
pen," said Gene Schroder, 
national spokemon for the 
American Agriculture 
Movement. 

Schroder said while his 
movement was gaining sup¬ 
port, "American Agricul¬ 
ture up to now hasn't had 
much in the way of victories.

Falling wholesale beef prices noted 


U.S. wholesale beef 
prices have dropped 14% 
from their June 1 high, 
according to the National 
Independent Meat Packers 
Asan. (NIMPA). 

N1MPA president John 
Hohay said in a statement 
that because carcass beef 
prices have returned to 
mid-April levels and contin¬ 


ue to fall , 1 ‘It's time that the 
purchasers of beef see some 
evidence of these tumbling 
beef prices at the store 
level." 

NIMPA noted that in¬ 
creasing the U.S. import 
quota for lean beef 200 
million pounds June 8 waa 
the Carter administration's 
psychological weapon to 


remove the pressure behind 
the rapid rise in beef prices. 
Supplies of beef is down¬ 
ward, but short term breaks 
in beef prices should bo 
quickly reflected at the 
retail level for consumers. 

NIMPA cited the follow¬ 
ing figures:

Hay, pasture yields expected to 
be at least up to par this year 


Hay and pasture condi¬ 
tions have benefited from 
early spring rains, and 
yields this year are expected 
to be at least up to par, U.S. 
Department of Agriculture 
and state agronomists told 
Western Livestock Journal. 

The lack of moisture 
throughout much of the 
Midwest last year produced 
short crops, they said, but 
ample rain so far this season 
has made prospects ex¬ 
tremely good for produc¬ 
tion. They also said plant 
growth lagged about one 
week behind normal be¬ 
cause of cooler spring tem¬ 
peratures, but the current 
warming trend , 1 b helping 

.r.r,. . 

Haymaking activity is just 
beginning in moat areas, 
according to the agrono¬ 
mists, and they said they 
have only vague ideas about 
final production. Many of 
them based their predic¬ 
tions for a good hay crop on 
the June 1 USDA pasture 
and rangeland report, 
which showed conditions at 
86 % of normal. That com¬ 
pared to 74% normal 
pasture and rangeland 
conditions a year ago, ac¬ 
cording to Dewayne Hamil¬ 
ton, a USDA hay specialist, 
Don Fedewa, agronomist 
at the Michigan USDA crop 
reporting service, said early 
cuttings were showing

central and east central por¬ 
tions are still two inches 
short of moisture. 

Fedewa said, “Hay cut¬ 
ting and baling operations 
were halted midweek due to 
rain, but now that the rain 
has stopped, farmers are 
rushing back into the fields 
to beat the insects.'' Some 
problems have been en¬ 
countered with the alfalfa 
weevil this year, he said. 

Hay crops further west 
are also in extremely good 
condition, according to 
USDA crop reporting offi¬ 
cials. Lance Fretwell, a 
USDA state crop official, 
said the Colorado crop had 
been a little slow respond¬ 
ing, but it should be in top 
condition by July 4. 

Even hay and pasture 
lands in Texas have been 
helped by recent rains. Ac¬ 


cording to Wilbert H. 
Walther of the USDA crop 
reporting service, condi¬ 
tions there have greatly im¬ 
proved since the June 1 
report. 

With all the hay and good 
pasture land around, cattle 
ranchers may also benefit, 
analysts said. Topper 
Thorpe, economist for 
Cattle-Fax, the research 
arm of the National Cattle¬ 
men's Assn, said, “There 
are more cattle-on-grass 
this year than last year 
because there is abundant 
grasB this year and there 
wasn't last year." 

He said it could cost as 
much as one-third less.for a 
rancher tdgrhze a herd than 
put it Into a feedlot. Abun¬ 
dant hay supplies could also 
cut production costs for 
feedlot animals, Thorpe 
said. 


Bergland sees disadvantages 
to high grain support prices 


The U.S. would risk 
losing export markets if its 
domestic grain loan rates 
were set too high, U.S. 
Agriculture Secretary Bob 
Bergland said last week. 

But Bergland added,

cost. In actual fnct. he ar¬ 
gues, consumers will not 
receive more product. 
‘ ‘They will receive the same 
total number nf pounds of 
the product, but since addi¬ 
tional ovorpack will be 
necessary, they will in effect 
receive fewer packages or 
cans of the product. The 
reduced number of pack¬ 
ages will result in a higher 
price per package of meat."

Retail sales taper off, middle cuts hardest hit

dollar terms are those 
marketB with traditionally 
large middle cut soles. 

Some West Coast super¬ 
market chains, which ac¬ 
tively merchandise ungrad¬ 
ed or private label beef, 
report some increases in 
sales indicating a consumer 
awareness few had realized. 
One executive openly spec¬ 
ulated that the current high 
beef prices could eventually 
kill USDA grading as more 
consumers realize the 
better value of ungraded 
beef. 


As market prices eased 
last week, demand failed to 
rebound. The concensus of 
the Western Livestock 
Journal survey was that the 
high beef prices forced a 
change in consumer buying 
habits that won’t readily 
return to normal. As a result 
many supermarket chains 
have severely limited their 
beef advertising to one or 
two specials, and placed 
heavy emphasis on chicken, 
ham and turkey products. 

Summer is traditionally a 
time of highest steak Bales 
due to the good weather and 


desire to cook out. With 
high prices, however, con¬ 
sumers are limiting steak 
buys and retailers expect 
demand to reach a modern 
low. All of which spells bad 
news for the cattleman. 

The one bright spot is that 
ground beef sales are 
strong, and although this 
product is the least valuable 
of the beef carcass, it still 
represents a large percen¬ 
tage of beef sales. If any¬ 
thing, retailers expect this 
summer's high prices to 
spur the hamburger society 
on to even greater percen¬ 


tages of tho market. 

A number of large chains, 
such as Ralph's in Cali¬ 
fornia, see the current high 
prices a9 a need for better 
merchandising and it thus 
has gone to advertising bulk 
beef sales with the empha¬ 
sis on Barings. The cam¬ 
paigns have been moderate¬ 
ly successful. 

No real consumer boycott 
has emerged from this 
round of high beef prices, 
retailers generally noted, 
because of a better under¬ 
standing of the cattle pro¬ 
duction industry. Several

with the consuming public 
certainly is not gaining 
many brownie points by 
opposing imports at thiB 
stage. 

"You have a problem of 
public relations that is very 
severe today and you better 
recognize It," Dr. Hlrunk 
continued. "Stop thinking 
about your pocketbook right 
now—in the long run it will 
he to your benefit.” 

The administration's ac¬ 
tion on imports was ‘.’appro¬ 


priate. It may have been 
ill-timed, I don’t know. I do 
know one thing,” he said, 
' 'that tool (of allowing more 
imports) can't be used 
again. There simply isn’t 
enough meat anywhere in 
the world to avoid the im¬ 
pending price rise.” 

Brunk, who is a professor 
of marketing, predicted that 
dissatisfaction with beef 
prices' 'is not going to come 
from the consumer organi¬ 
zations. It's going to be 
spontaneous 

Brunk also said “the 
major battle” the livestock 
industry will be facing in the 
future will.be "product 
adulteration. At least a 
hamburger made partially 
of imported meat tastes 
like; and is beef, but a 


hamburger extended with 
20 or 30% spun soybean 
fiber tastes more like a piece 
of discarded shoe box.” 

He added he didn't know 
what could be done about 
this issue, but said, “Exten¬ 
sive use of this mix will do 
more than anything I can 
think of to quell the (pub¬ 
lic’s) taste for hamburger.” 

William C. Hale, of the 
consulting firm of Arthur D. 
Little Co., told the audience 
at the same Session that 
with people eating more 
meals away from home, 

' 'the meat buyer is going to 
increasingly be restaurant 
chain operations. They are 
more sophisticated buy¬ 
ers.” 

Hale said the industry 
will have to develop “new 


marketing and distribution 
mechanisms and new stra¬ 
tegies to appeal” to these 
buyers “and to get them to 
promote your product.” 

Hale also said ' ‘hambur¬ 
gers area lunch meal, not a 
dinner or breakfast meal.” 
Hamburger is not the 
“ultimate in meat consump¬ 
tion.” 

Because of this, he said, 
chains such as McDonalds, 
Burger King, Burger Chef 
and others are trying to 
build breakfast and dinner 
business, through the use of 
"new cuts, steaks and 
such.”

The Public Citizens' 
Litigation Group has filed a 
suit against the U.S. 
Department of Agriculture 
and the Food and Drug 
Administration on nitrite 
use in bacon. 

The Public Citizens’ 
Litigation Group is a 
Washington, D.C.-based 
organization associated 
with consumer advocate 
Ralph Nader. 

According to Bill Schultz, 
an attorney for the Citizen's 
Group, the complaint was 
filed June 12 in Federal 
District Court in Washing¬ 
ton. It charged USDA does 
not have the authority to 
require nitrite use in bacon 
and that such use can only 
be allowed by the FDA. 

A USDA attorney ac¬ 
knowledged USDA had 
been served with the 
complaint. USDA officials 
were unavailable for further 
comment.

Packers plead no contest 
to price fixing charges 


HMTKR FKD CATTLE AND FEEDER cirille prices in 
tin- mouths and years ahead are inevitable — contrary to the 
finding generated l>y the ndrninislnitiun's import an¬ 
nouncement and the subsequent ndvur.se psychology end 
market -slide. The brighter prospccta became apparent a 
week ago as Cattle-Fax, 11 market analysis service asso¬ 
ciated with the National CnUlomen's Assn., outlined Us 
preview of the mid-year cattle inventory rejwrt. The 
projected data show even greater decreases in cattle 
numbers than many persons have expected. 

The U.S. Department of Agriculture report on livestock 
numbers as of July 1 will be issued July 26. According to 
CnUle-Fnx projections, the report will show significant 
decreases in numbers of all types or cattle. This will include 
a decrease of another 5% in the cow herd—putting cow 
numbers about 16% less Ilian the mid-year peak on July 1, 
1976.

Several Californio meat 
pucking firms last week 
entered pleas of no contest 
in Los Angeles District 
Court on charges of fixing 
beef carcass prices, U.S. 
Attorney Dennis Bunker 
told Western Livestock 
Journal. Bunker said sen¬ 
tencing for those parties has 
been scheduled for July 14 
in U.S. District Court. 

Regarding all proceed¬ 
ings of an indictment, a plea 
of Nolo Contendere or no 
contest has the same legal 
effect as a guilty plea, 
Bunker said. The maximum 
possible fine for corpora¬ 
tions is $60,000. For each 
individual, the maximum 
fine is $60,000 and/or one 
year imprisonment, said 
Bunker. 

The original complaint 
against 13 California meat 
packing firms and their 


trade association was filed 
by the U.S. Department of 
Justice under the Sherman 
Anti-trust Act. It alleged the 
meat packers entered into a 
conspiracy to restrain inter¬ 
state commerce and depriv¬ 
ed customers of the oppor¬ 
tunity to purchase carcass 
beef in an open and compe¬ 
titive market. 

Two parties who entered 
not guilty pleas had their 
trials continued until July 6, 
Bunker said. They are Reu¬ 
ben Krasn, president of 
Globe Packing in San 
Fernando, Calif., and Qual¬ 
ity Meat Packing of Los 
Angeles. 

The meat packers were 
charged with a misdemean¬ 
or because the alleged viola¬ 
tions occurred prior to Dec. 
24, 1974. After that date, 
such violations were consid¬ 
ered felonies. 


Parties entering no con¬ 
test pleas include Acme 
Meat Co. and its Vice Presi¬ 
dent and Secretary Paul 
Blackman; Briston Food, 
doing business as Gold Pak 
Meat, its President Irving

Livestock analysts con¬ 
tacted by Western Livestock 
Journal expect the U.S. 
Department of Agriculture 
60-state hog and pig crop 
report to have a bullish 
effect on the hog future's 
market^ The analysts said 
they expect higher prices in 
most contracts and even 
suggested the possibility of 
limit advances in more 
deferred contracts. 

But nearby July and 
August contracts could still 
be under pressure from 
lower cash hog prices at 
major markets and weak¬ 
ness In demand fpr pork 
products at yetail Hevels,' 
they said. 

Analysts said pork belly 
and cattle futures could 
receive some psychological 
support from the report, 
especially in light of recent' 
sharp declines in those 
figures. 

Most impressive to the 
analysts was the 4 % drop In 
market pigs under 00 lb. 
from year-ago levels. This 
also points to substantial 


decline in the number of 
pigs per litter reflecting 
winter weather conditions, 
they said. 

■According to Doug Mur- 
field, USD A'a chief of live¬ 
stock, dairy and poultry 
division of the Economic 
Statistics and' Cooperative 
Service, the number of pigs 
per litter is the lowest since 
1960. 


Meat production 


Total meat production 
under inspection for the 
week ending June 24 was 
estimated at 643 million 
pounds by the USDA. The 
figure is 2% below a week 
ago and 6% below a year 
ago. 


One analyst noted what 
he termed a discrepancy in 
the number of sows farrow¬ 
ing during the March-May 
period and the number of 
hogs in middle weight 
groups: He suggested a 
revision could be forth¬ 
coming In future reports. 

But USDA’a Murfleld 
said many of the hogs in 
those middle weight groups 
were actually farrowed in 
November 1977 and do not 
show up in the report. He 
said hogs are coming to 
market more slowly and at 
heavier weights than usual, 
end this has caused the 
discrepancy.
